‘easton acquired almost complete control over the said Isaac Veston, 
sich that he hed practically no wili of his own. He always leved his 
ehildren but feared the manifestation of that leve on account of the 
ever—burning jealousy in the heart of the aid Rebecce Weston. While 
the children of the said Isaac Weston remained with him they worked 
ani labored upon the farm, aided him in making the crops and. taking 
eare of each piece of property and doing all that they could te con- 
tribute to the material wealth of the family. He labored and pros-— 
pered, purchasing real estate. Among other tracts of land which he 
purchased was a tract of land from one Berdine Wygal, which he hed 
conveyed directly to Rebecca Weston. Anether tract ef. tand he pur— 
chased from William Jayne by deed dated October 29th,1873. This 
tract of land he nad conveyed to himself and the said Rebecca Weston. 
Another tract of lam he purchased from William S. Deyle and wife by 
deed dated February 22nd, 1884, which he had cenveyed to himself and 


the said Rebecca Westen. And another tract he purchaséd from ©.C. 


DeVault am wife by deed dated lith day of February ,1885, which he

seme time after the purchase of the several tracts ef land tnen— 
tianed ereve, said Isase Weston became azed and infirm, sick and al- 
most blind. Along about the years 1833 to 1897 the health of the 
said Isaee Weston was vory poor and it was apparent, from the coendi= 
tien of his health, that an early dissolution was close et hand, 
During these years of infirmity the said Rebecca weston gained abse-~ 
lute mastery and contrel ever her husband, the said Isaac Weston, so 
much so that he had no will of his own, and being so weex and feeble 
in health he was unable to resist the pewerful influence# acquired 
ever him by the said Rebecca westen. Seeing her husband jt -tnis 
state of health, with the probability of his dying and leaving his 
interest in his property to pass to nis own children, am ever mind- 
ful of that insatiable desire to acquire property for her own ehil- 
dren, Rebecca Weston set about to procure from her husband a deed to 
his one-half interest in the property described in the deeds as 
sforesaid, and also of all personal property of every character which 
he owned et the time. In pursuance to this influence, unduly ac- 
quired and unjustly and unfairly exercised, she finally gained the 
eonaimation of her will by precuring from the seid Isaac Westen on 
the 6th day of Migust, 1856, a deed vurporting to convey to her all 
the property which he owned, both real and personal, and more Si Ly 
described in said deed a copy which is herewith filed as part ef this 
pili. 

Yeur complainants here allege that the ssia deed was procured 
py fraud amd undue influence, that the seid Revecca Weston had, by 
her unjust metnods acquired complete mastery over the said [saac 
westen, so that at the time of the execution of said deed his free 
arency te act was cempletely destr yed and the said deed was the Wiil

Your »vetitieners alleve that there was ne money consideration 
from the said Rebecca Westen te the said Isaac Weston for the rmeking 
of said deed. It is a fact,as your petitioners are informed, that 
Rebecca Weston had received from the esi ate of her father and possi- 
bly from other sources, some money smounting to abeut $1500.00, a 
vert of which was invested in land, but your orators are informed and 
here allege thet all, or practically all of that money was invested 
in the SMU BREXEXN eX KEEREKEXK Wyrzal tract and very little, if any, was 
invested in the three other tracts. Them Wygal tract was purchased 
at a cost of $4800.00,as will be seen from the copy of the said deed 
which has been heretofore filed and referred te. 

Tt will also be observed that one-half of all the other three 
tracts was conveyed te the said Rebecca Weston, the total considera 
tien of which amounts altogether to the sum of $2050.00 


Rebecea Weston departed this life intestate on the _ day of 
4.3°1908, am Isaac Westen died intestate later on the __ 
dey of July, 1910, at the age of eighty-—three years. Isaec Weston 
left as his heirs at law your petitioners, and Rebecca Weston left as 
her heirs at lay two daughters, Emily Muncey, wife of W.B.Muncey, and 
Mary Pennington, wife ef John H. Pennington. After the marriage of 
Emily Jayne to W.B.Muncey and Mary Jayne to John H. Pennington, the 
said Rebecca Weston precured the said Isaec Weston to gitte to both 
of her said children and her grand-children, various and large sums 
of money end other property, endeavoring as far as possible to get 
all the money out of the said Isaac Weston's hands to that of her 
children and grand-children, and preventing the said Isaac Weston 


from aiding and assisting any of his own children to anything,

For many years nrevious to the death of the said Isaec Weston 
ne was very feeble in health and almost blind. He was cerefully 
‘uarded against the influence of his own children by the said Rebecca 
vesten before her death ond after her death by the said Emily Mun- 
cey and Mery Pennington and their husbands, 

The object, therefore, ef this bill is to have svt aside and 
declared fer nought the said deed dated August 6, 1896, executed by 
the said Isaac Westen to the said Rebeccs Yeston, which is recorded 


in deed book No. 32, page 488, and to invest the title in the real 


estate, theretefere conveyed ,to your petitioners as neirs at law of 


the said Isaac Weston. 

The prayer, therefore, of your petitioners ig that the said 
Wmily Munecey and Mary Pennington, heirs at law of the said Rebecca 
westan, be made parties to this sit and be required to answer Unis 
bill, but net umer oath, answer under oath being expressy waived; 
thet upon a hearing thereof a decree be entered getting aside and Gé= 
elering for nought the eaid deed of Aucust 6, 1896 of the sadd 
Isaac Weston to the said Rebecca Weston and that the title in the 
said property be imvested in your complainants. And mey all ether 
further and general relief be gramed your potitioners thet the na- 
ture of their cause am good conscience requires.

Your respondents, Emily Muncey and Mary Yennington, 
gay that said bill is not sufficient in law to require them 
to answer, and they demur thereto, and for prounds of demu yer 
thereto they say;

Poteet and others, Rn the Second January Rules 1911, in the Gir- 
cuit Court of Lee County, Virginia, or to so much thereof as your 
respondents are advised that it is material for Ovoa tO answer, 
answering they say that each and every allegation of said bill 
no, herein specifically admitted to be true is false. 

Your respondents say that it bts true that the com- 
vplainants in said bill, Elizabeth Potect, Josie Weston, W. F. 
Weston, J. E. Weston and Jane Baker are the sons and daughters 
of tsaac Weston, deceased: and that #attie Barrett, Isaac (Bud) 
Weston, and Lula Weston are the grand-children of Isaac Weston, 
deceased, son and daughters of John M. Weston,deceased; that 
John M. Weston,deceased, was also a son of Isaac Westone 

It is not true,however, that all of the petitioners 
who are the children of said Isaac Weston, deceased, and Yohn 
M. Weston,deceased, were very small children when their father, 
the said Isaac Wéeston,deceased, married Nebecca R. Jayne, a widow

woman of two children,Emily and Mary, and who are your respondents 
in this bill. But on the contrary when their father lsaac Weston 
and Rebecca R. Jayne, the mothsr of your respondents, were married 
that several of the petitioners were almost grown,to-wit, Josie 
weston, W. P. Weston, Hlizabeth Poteet, and J. E. Weston. the 
Other children of the said Isaac Weston were small as likewise 
were your respondents at the time of said marriage. It is also 
true that Isaac Weston was several years the senior of the said 
Rebecca Jayne, the mother of your respondents. It is also true 
that the maiden name of Nebecca Jayne was “Nebecca Hly; that she 
was a daughter of Nimrod Ely,sSr. deceased. It is also true that 


the said Xebecca Weston was very fond of her own children, youg 


respondents, and that she was am@itious for the acquisition of 





Of property, but not sO0lely fmr to bestow upon her own children, 
but she was as fully ambitiaus to acquire property for herself 
and the said Isaac Veston,deceased. And it is an true that the 
said Rebecca Weston was excecsdingly jealous of the petitioners, 
the children of the said Isaac Weston and their deceased brother 
John M. Weston. Nor is it true that she was dictatorial in Spier Tt; 
arbitrary and determined, bitter ana vindictive against everything 
and everbody who showed the least opposition to the accomplishment 
of her aim, or which might stand in the way of it, but she was a 
woman of industrious habits and who wanted to see everybody in- 
istrious and economical in their habits. It is not true that 
her great ambition was the promotion of her own children, nor ia 
it true that she used means for the accomplishment of her ambition 
which necessitated the destruction of the happiness,prospserity 


and welfare of six other orphan children, namely, the petitioners 


in said bill, the children of the said Isaac Weston, deceased,and 


their deceased brother John M. Weston. 

It is true that no children were born to the said Rebec- 
ca Weston and +saac “eston. - But it is not true th-at soon after the 
marriage of the said Isaac Weston ana Rebecca Weston that she began 
planning to drive away from the home of Isaac “eston all, or any, 
of his children. Nor is it true that grievous burdens were heaped 
upon them. But it is true that they were required to work and 
jbo be industrious both by the said Isaac Weston and Rebecca “eston. 
Nor is btatrue that the caida petitioners bore their tasks as best 
they were able as children,or carried burdens that they were not 
able to bear, or were the objects of almost a continuous and cone 
stant storm of abuse ard complaint from their step-mother, wo pr 
Finally, one by one, they were @riven from the home of their father, 
friendless and almost naked. “ut on the other hand said petitioners 


were required to do no more than they should have done, and no more

It is not 

true that at any time of their married life that Rebecca Weston 

acquired almost complete control over the said Isaac Weston, to 

such extent that he had practically no will of his own.

His wil 1 oremiaids It is also true that the said Isaac Weston loved 
his children. But it is not true that he feared the manifestation 
of that love on the account of the ever-burning jealcusy in the 
heart of the said Rebecca Weston. It is true that the said chil+ 
dren of the said +saac Weston while they remained in his home were 
required to work and labor on the farm, and to some extent aid him 
in making the crops and taking care of his property while they 
lived there. ut this was their duty, and was no more than your 
respondents were required to do, no more than the said Isaac Wes~ 
ton did and no more than his wife,Rebecca Weston, did. It is true 
that Isaac Weston labored and prospered, and that he and his wife 
Kebecca Weston,purchased real estate. But it is not true that 
Isaac Weston purchased a tract of land from one Berdine Wygal 

which he had conveyed directly to Rebecca Weston, but this tract of 
land was purchased with the means of the said Rebecca Weston, and 
was deeded to her because she had bought ite It is not -true “that 
Isaac Weston purchased another tract of land from William Jayne, 

by deed dated Uctober,29th,1873, but it is true that he and Rebscca 
Weston together purchased this tract of land, and that the said 
tract of land was conveyed to Isaac Weston and to Rebecca Westone 
And it is nct true that Isaac Weston purchased any of the lands 
mentioned in said bill with his own means, but all of the tracts

It is not true that 
sometime after the purchase of the several tracts of land mentioned 
in said bill that Isaac Weston became infirm and sick. Nor is it 
true that along about the years 1893 to 1897 that the health of ene 


said Isaac Weston was very poor, and that it was apparent, from 


the condition of his health, that an early dissolution was closes 





at hand. But on the contrary during all of said time the said 
Isaac Weston was strong in body and in mind, with the except“Or 

a cataract on his eyes which rendered him anable to see very clear- 
ly, and which, if allowed to remain, might have ultimately resulted 


in his total blindness. But thanks to the care, solicitation 


and earnest entreaty of his wife,Rebecca Weston, he was persuaded 


to go to a Hospital and have said cataract removed and his sight 
restored. And it is not true that during said years of infirmity 
that the said Rebecca Weston gained absolute mastery and control 
over her husband, the said Isaac Weston, so much so that he had no 
Will of his own. Nor is it true that he was so week and feeble 

in health that he was uneble to resist the powerful influence acm 
quired over him by the said Rebecca Weston, but on the contrary 
during all his life, from the time that he married the said Rebecca 
Weston down to within a few weeks of his death, he was able to 
transact his own business, and did transact his own business. Nor 
did the said Kebecca Weston have any more control over her husband's 
mind or will than that which a good wife should always have over 
the actions and conditions of her husband. Nor is it true that 
the said Rebecca Weston seeing her husband in the state of health 
described in said bill, and of the probability of his dying and

your respondent, Emily Muncey, left her own home and went to the 
home of said Isaac Weston and cared for him and nursed him for.

Pennington, and at whose home he died after living with her for 
SEXYERR some two and one-half or three years. 

Your respondents will now set forth more specifically 
and more in detail the situation and condition of Isaac Weston 
and his children, and the condition of Rebecca Weston at the time 
of their marriage, and for sometime thereafter. “t the time of
